engineer, told fifty representatives 
of communities in the district at a 
meeting held at the city hall in San 
Gabriel Friday night that the five 
districts to the south were ready 
now to proceed- with construction 
work, and if district seven were to 
participate in the outfall it would 
9e necessary to make arrangements, 
with these districts now to provide 
additional capacity. 


A permanent organization to wage 


an aggressive campaign to put coun- 
ty sanitation district number 7 into 
the Metropolitan sewer system was 
perfected. A. M. King, Alhambra, 
was elected permanent chairman, 
and Frank M. Colville, Monterey 
Park, permanent secretary. 
The 


meeting then elected an executive 
committee consisting of representa- 
tives of the cities and communities 
present. This committee met follow- 
ing the adjournment of the meeting 
and named a committee represent- 
ing the five cities to negotiate a 
joint contract publicity 'committee, 
finance committee, and election com- 
mittee. 


The campaign committee will di- 


rect its efforts to an intensive cam- 
paign of education by which it is 
hoTJed every: voter in the district 
'can be made familiar with the mer- 
its of the Itetropolitan sewer sys-

What is the American Legion and 


what is it doing? 


The American Legion was first 


organized by members of the A. E. 
F. in Paris in March of 1919. It 
was organized primarily to help the 
men wrecked in the service of their 
country. 


The work of the Legion grew from 


this simple beginning. Today the 
seriously mutilated have either died 
or recovered and gone back into the 
world, but there are 50,000 veterans 
remaining in hospitals, victims of

his father. The family came to Cali- 
fornia in 1895, settling in Pasadena, 
where all but five of the intervening 
years have been spent. Mr. Water- 
house served as mayor for two years.

Despite the anxiety of the ranchers of the San Gabriel 


valley for the early commencement of the construction of 
the San Gabriel dam, it is feared that the chances are un- 
promising for a compromise in the long-drawn controversy 
between the Los Angeles county flood control district and 
the city of Pasadena over rig'hts-of-way for the construc- 
tion of a railroad in the San Gabriel canyon. This was 
indicated Wednesday when both parties assembled in the 
Los Angeles courthouse to submit tho case before the com- 
mission appointed by the secretary of the interior. 


When the hearing opened. City Attorney Howard of 


Pasadena stated that he had a proposal to make to the 
flood control district in the nature of a counter-proposal 
offered several weeks ago to Pasadena by the flood control 
district. Following a brief discussion, Deputy County 
Counsel Dowds, for the supervisors, joined in asking for 
an adjournment of the hearing for one week, in the hope 
that the matter might be compromised in the meantime. 


While the Argus is not in a position to disclose the 


entire character of the proposed Pasadena offer, we are 
able to state that the offer is very unsatisfactory to the 
interests of the San Gabriel valley and the hopes for a 
compromise on the basis of the plan submitted will be im- 
possible. 


The flood control district has offered, in the event of 


Pasadena being awarded any water rights in the San Gab- 
riel canyon by the supreme court of the United States, to 
impound for Pasadena behind the county dam such water 
up to 65,000 acre feet. Further than that the county 
should not and will not go. 


The commissioners appointed by the interior depart- 


ment, to hear the controversy are F. E. Bouner, J. F. Safley 
and H. D. McGlashan.

Help Banish Crime 


California is the only state in the union that shows a 


decline in the murder rate for 1924—there was a drop of 
eight per cent and according to Capt. Duncan Matheson of 
San Francisco, the reason for this decline is due principally 
to the following four reasobs: 


No alien or ex-convict can have a gun in his possession; 
There were two death penalties in the last tong war 


so. we have not had a tong war in San Francisco for the 
last four years; 


Juries are beginning to convict for murder; 
The governor of California will not commute sentences. 
In commenting on things that tend to bring about 


criminal conditions, Captain Matheson said: 


' "In this country we have fallen down completely in 


the administration of justice. We are making criminals 
faster than we can take care of them. 


"We have a total of 7,421 in San Queutin and Folsom 


prisons. 


"Most of our crimes of violence are committed by 


young men between the ages of 17 and 24. 


"I claim that any man locked up in California prisons 


should be put to work. In Iowa the prisoners made the 
state a profit of over $100,000. 


"Sentiment 
always creates a problem—but never 


solves on?. Justice always solves a problem—never makes 
one. 


"Seventy-five per cent of our young criminals come 


from broken homes. 


"We have too many plush-lined automobiles and not 


enough wheel-barrows. We have too many silk shirts and 
not enough overalls. 
AVe have too many lap dogs and not 


enough cradles. 


"A\re find that we do not get boys from boys' organi- 


zations in our courts. 
' 


"In all of my police experience I-have never seen but 


one boy who had graduated from both high school and 
Sunday school combined come into the hands, of the police." 


- In keeping with Captain Matheson'g findings, it seems 


to us that we should heed this warning and exert a greater 
effort to interest our young people in those things that will 
lead them to realize that soon it will devolve upon them 
to manage the affairs of the nation and that its future 
stability depends largely upon how well they perform their 
duty after they take over the reins of government. 


And right here we would like to add that no activity 


we know of will be of greater assistance than the agricul- 
tural training now being carried on in our schools and 
junior colleges, and the boys' and girls' work fostered by 
the agricultural extension service and the farm bureau. 


While such work may for the time being seem to have 


little effect in reducing crime in our cities, its beneficial 
effect is bound to be felt later for, as we have stated above, 
.the boys and girls of today will be the ruling power of 
tomorrow and the training they now receive will be re- 
flected in tomorrow's governmental management.—Culti- 
vator.

Communism vs. Americanism 


While the thoughts of Americans are this month cen- 


tered upon two great characters, Washington and Lincoln, 
and eulogies are being delivered because of their devotion 
to the ideals and principles of this republic, there are other 
forces very definitely at work within the United States to 
destroy not alone the foundations of our government, but 
every patriotic concept of all great leaders whom we honor. 


The Communist "Daily Worker," dated February 6th, 


on the front page produces a most hideous cartoon of 
George Washington as the "Father of His Country" and 
Abraham Lincoln as the "Savior." It says in part: "These 
two revolutionary leaders of capitalism's younger days 
are enveloped in a semi-religious mist and used as symbols 
of the capitalist system . . Revolution no longer belongs 
to capitalism, but to the proletariat which will destroy 
capitalism." 


In same issue, Robert Minor, editor, writes: "Do you 


ever stop to think what is behind these words 'Father' and 
'Savior'? Immediately we recall the old religious jargon 
of 'God the Father' and 'Jesus Christ the Savior.' Is there 
any connection, or is it only an accident that Washington 
was called the 'Father' (of our country) and that Lincoln 
is called the 'Savior' (of the union) ? Yes, there is at 
least a shadowy connection. All concepts of religious sys- 
tems—all images of heavenly government with God in his 
throne and Jesus and the angels grouped about—all images 
of heavenly dynasties that have ever existed—are merely 
imaginary reproduction of the social systems on earth 
among real men, with the king or master and the privileged 
ruling class." 


It continues, "But why were these particular men, 


George Washington and Abraham Lincoln, chosen to be 
the national demigods?"—proceeding to answer by a 
shameless defamation of their characters, charging that 
"Washington was merely an ordinary land thief and slave- 
driving money grabber," and that "Lincoln symbolizes for 
the American capitalist class the completion of its conquest 
of power . . . his shadowy image becomes one of the 
weapons for the support of a decaying, doubly-brutal, mur- 
derous, capitalist system, which he served in its younger 
days, when it was brutal, but still revolutionary." 


Attention particularly is directed to this as an evi- 


dence that the determined attempts now being made in 
this country by various groups of disloyalists have very 
definite connecting links. 
The wonder is how long must 


patience among the American people be considered a virtue.

The Covina district was once own- 


ed by Anton Badillo, a Costa Rican. 
He had 6,600 acres, which was part 
of the original "Rancho La Puen- 
te," an old Spanish grant. One of 
the chief difficulties experienced by 
Scnor Badillo was that he could get 
10 water for irrigation. He was 
lonest, upright and hardworking, 
out with several consecutive years 
of drouth, coupled with an utter lack 
of business experience, he became 
greatly in debt. He borrowed large 
iums of money from the Hollen- 
necks, a banking firm of Los Ange- 
;es. He was obliged to mortgage his 
property, and the mortgage was 
foreclosed, the Hollenbecks acquir- 
ing the entire tract of land. Appre- 
ciating Senor Badillo's integrity, 
the Hollenbeck's deeded back to 
him 100 acres of land, lying south 
of the San Bernardino road and 
west of Hollenbeek street. This 100 
acres was bought by Daniel Houser 
in 1885, paying $12JOOO cash. Senor 
Badillo went back to Costa Rica 
where he purchased a coffee planta 
tion. 


In 1886, Daniel Houser sold to his 


son, J. O. Houser, that part of the 
100 acres adjoining San Bernardino 
road, and containing the old Badillo 
homestead. Mr. Houser still owns, 
this property. 


J. S. Phillips, the founder of Co 


vina, bought two thousand acres of 
the original 6000 in 1882, on easy 
terms, being $15 per acre and long 
time payments. The Phillips tract, 
extends from San Bernardino road 
on the north to the Baldwin land on 
the south, and from Lark Ellen 
street on the west to Grand avenue 
on the east.

Frost Warning 


System Protects 


Groves in Valley 


PHONES, THERMOMETERS 


AND NIGHT RIDERS 


USED IN WORK 


By OLIVER SAYLOR 


One of the most complete systems 


of frost warning and protection ever 
organized is now working in that 
section of the San Gabriel valley 
surrounding Covina. Starting with 
the citrus associations of Azusa and 
Glendora, sweeping around to Bald- 
win Park on the west and including 
.Vorth Whittier Heights and Puente 
on the south, some fifteen citrus as- 
sociations have formed a great com- 
bine against Jack Frost under the 
name of the Central Protective as- 
sociation. 
This 
district 
includes 


sonic of the finest citrus orchards of 
the southland. With the exception 
of a very few days, or rather nights, 
in the year, it is free from possible 
frost danger. 


Nearly 7000 acres have been put 


under puts. They will average about 
seventy-five pots to the acre. 
In 


some places they are placed only 
along the north and east borders of 
the orchard. This is done in districts 
where there is little frost danger. 
The theory is that when danger 
comes the heat from them will blow 
with the wind over orchard. Most 
of them, however, are placed one 
for every tree, or, in some places, 
one for every other tree. 


In all, some 50,000 smudge pots 


are in use. 
More 
than twice as 


many as ever before were in use this 
year. Every kind is used, from a 
few of the very oldest to many of 
the most modern types. The great 
Foothill ranch, with headquarters ut 
Azusa, protects more than 100 acres 
with the smokeless sort this year.

night. The lines and the equipment 
arc- used freely without any extra 
compensation to the company. 


Forty-five 
thermometers 
have 


been j.laced at strategic points cov- 
ering this district. They are all num- 
bered and nailed to bo'ards fastened 
to telephone poles bv the roadside. 
Besides these thermometers, there 
are eighteen of the regular govern- 
ment self-registering thermometers 
ihat ti-il the highest and lowest tem- 
perature readings automatically and 
the moisture point at all times. This 
equipment 
is furnished, 
together 


with the inspector in charge, by 
the Tnitcd States Frost Warning 
bureau under the management of 
Floyd Young, with offices at Pomona. 
C. I. Dague is the local man in 
charge. Besides this, there are pri- 
vate thermometers on practically all 
ranches, and these are v;atched by 
the ranchers themselves. 
In this 


way every orchard is watched and a 
record kept of temperatures at all 
times. 


The thermometers are read by 


two regular "riders" in automobiles 
who are on duty all night. There 
are three extra riders who are called 
into service when the weather is es- 
pecially threatening.

to a call box, attaches his telephone 
and reports the reading of the var- 
ious thermometers in that vicinity. 
This is arranged in routes so that 
the temperature is telephoned in by 
some one of the riders about every 
ten minutes and all thermometer 
readings are telephoned in every 
hour. Paul Smith, general manager 
for the allied associations' frost 
warning system, receives the exact 
temperatures of all the sections ev- 
ery night at intervals of a few min- 
utes. If these readings show danger 
in any quarter, the ranchmen are 
called up on their own telephones. 
Six hundred ranchers are in touch 
all the time with a complete system 
of frost warnings based on actual 
trends of temperature. 
. The expense of operating the sys- 
tem is borne by the associations serv- 
ed, in proportion to the acres cover- 
ed, and is not large. The ranchers 
make their, own arrangements 
for 


lighting the pots. Some retain men 
regularly and pay them for being 
on duty all the time, while others 
have their men engaged and can 
call them if they are needed. 


The system is working out satis- 


factorily 
so far. 
Doubtless some 


weaknesses may develop, for this is 
the first year that it has been in op- 
eration. Its accuracy and the speed 
with which warnings may be sent 
are its greatest advantages, but the 
confidence which it gives the owner 
is worth something. He can go to 
bed and sleep, sure that should frost 
danger arise lie will be called in time 
to get his pots going.

Rains Place State 
in Line for Year 
of Prosperity 


Recent rains have placed Califor- 


nia in line for a season of prosperity 
in 192G, unsurpassed in the annals 
of the state, to judge by the series 
of telegraphic reports on conditions 
reaching the 'California 
Develop- 


ment association from a dozen 'cham- 
bers of commerce covering all sec- 
tions. 


Every one of these reports, which 


came in response to an inquiry sent 
out by the development association, 
strikes an optimistic note. The sum 
total of their contents is that the 
rains have brought on conditions 
that furnish every reason to believe 
that 1926 will be a banner year. 
Several chambers report that farm- 
ers and fruit growers regard irriga- 
tion unnecessary for a protracted 
period. Storage reservoirs are .re- 
ported full, rivers and streams are 
filled from bank to bank. Many re- 
port rainfall above the normal and 
others state that in numerous sec- 
tions the rains have penetrated the 
earth to water level. 


The value of the recent rains to 


southern California is estimated at 
more than $25,000,000 by A. G. Ar- 
noll, secretary of the Los Angeles 
chamber of commerce.

I es- 
timate the direct value to lima beans 
at $4,000,000; to deciduous fruits 
and nuts, $3,500,000; to grapes, $3,- 
000,000; to citrus fruits, $5,000,000; 
to sugar beets. $1,500,000; to vege- 
tables, $1,000,000; to hay crops, $5,- 
000,000, besides great 
additional

watershed areas, increasing avail- 
able water supply for domestic and 
industrial use. These are records 
based on past records of crop values 
for wet and dry years."

ON COVINA TOWNSITE 


Mrs. J. A. Amoii of West Badilio 


street, who came to the valley in 
January, 18815, says the sunflowers 
were so tall ivn part of the tract 
that she could not see over them 
when riding on the high wagon seat. 
Mr. Ainon cut them down for fuel 
and they burned very satisfactorily. 


In 1884 Mr. Phillips subdivided 


the tract, laying it out in ten-acre 
tracts, arranged in blocks of eighty 
acres with streets on all sides.
